ABSTRACT 

Proper names are necessary In order to provide natural and 
interesting stories for beginning readers. This paper lists nearly 500 
proper names, primarily first names, but with some surnames. The namss 
are coded for spel 1 i ng- to-sound correspondences, stress, and other 
useful information. Appendices list historical, Biblical, mythical, 
and literary names; common Japanese-Amer lean names; and common Mexican- 
American names.

PROPER NAMES FOR USE IN BEGINNING READING INSTRUCTION

The linguistic character I s 1 1 cs of proper names are relevant to the 
systematic development of beginning reading instruction for the follow- 
I ng reasons : 

1 * It is difficult to write stories without names , which add 
interest to reading materials* 

2. Names make up a considerable number of the words met in 
reading; Engels (1968) found that up to S% of the words In 
adult texts were proper names. 

3. While no common set of names can be assumed for the beginning 
reader, a substantial part of any child’s active vocabulary 
is composed of proper names. 

k . Humans are constantly exposed to new names and (with the 
exception of foreign ones) seem to have relatively little 
difficulty In learning them. Thus, presenting a child with 
unknown names may present fewer learning problems than with 
other new vocabulary. 

Data from analysis of proper names a 1 so provides additional infer- 
mation concerning the use of spel 1 i ng- to-sound correspondence rules. 

The inclusion of names has a noticeable effect on the frequency of some 
correspondences; e.g., Rule I E i 7 (cf. Berdiansky, Cronnell & Koehler, 
1969). 

This report presents the results of a study of proper names for 
use in beginning reading. Nearly 500 names, primarily first names but 
with some surnames, were selected as representative of common English 
names and coded for spel 1 i ng- to-sound correspondence rules, stress, and 
other useful Information. Section I of this paper describes the sources 
of these names and the coding system; the coded names appear in Section 
II, Appendices present the following lists of additional names; (a) 
historical, Biblical, mythical, and literary names excluded from the 
present study, (b) common Japanese^Ame r I can names, and (c) Mexican* 
American names.

Sources and Coding of Names 



Sources of Names 

The following sources provided the 487 proper n antes used in this 
s tud y : 

1, n A pronouncing vocabulary of common English given names f M 
Webet&p T s Seventh New Collegiate Dictiotvzri/j 1967, pp. 1 1 77 — 

1 1 8 1 . Only common names in modern use were selected. Excluded 
were unusual names (e.g. , Albin, Edson) , foreign names (e.g. , 
Dieter, Brigitte), and o 1 d-f ash i oned or archaic names (e.g., 
Sylvester, Hester), When alternate spellings were found, the 
most common were included. This selection was in large part 
intuitive, and no claim is made for completeness. 

2, Nicknames from the above source, A few not found there were 
Included If they were commonly used nicknames for complete 
names already selected. 

3, Words occurring at least ten times per million running words 
in Thorndike and Large (1944). Deleted were names of 
historical, Biblical, literary, or myth i ca 1 origin (see 

Ap pend lx A) . 

4, All last names covering at least one complete page in the 

Northeastern (Los Angeles) Area telephone book, with the 
exception of Spanish names (see Appendix C) . This source 
provided 22 surnames. The number of last names was limited 
because it was felt that most writing for children would 
employ first names. Additional sources for surnames are: 
first names used as last names, see below; words coded in 
Berdiansky et a 1 . (1969) wh i ch can be used as surnames, 

e.g., Bes t , Hunt . 

Coding of Names 

The following description is ordered, as the information appears 
from left to right in Section II. 

Names, rules, stress, syllable division 

The names are listed alphabetically; all one- and two^syllable 
names are coded for spel 1 ing-to-sound correspondence rules, stress. 
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and syllable division. This coding is the same as in Berd i ansky et a 1 . 
( 1963 }, The correspondence rules are described in Section III of that 
report (pp. 12-37) and in Cronnel 1 (1371), and are summarized in 

Appendix D of this report. The coding for stress is as follows: 

0 — a one-syllable wo rd , e . g ■ , rou te , ru 1 e . 

1 - a two-sy i Table word with stress on the first syllable, 

e.g., pj rate , puzzle . 

2 = a two-syllable word with stress on the second syllable, 

e.g., comp! a i nt , exchange . 

Syllable division is marked in the "SYL" column only when it affects 
the rules of cor respondents ; e.g,, for How-a rd , Jo-anne (vs. Joan) . The 
division is indicated by the numerical position in the word of the two 
letters which form the division; e.g. , Howa rd (3^) , Joanne (23) , 0 a Q, 

(no syllable division marked). 



T y p e 

Whether a name is a first or last name is indicated in the column 
headed "TYPE": 

1 ■» first name 

2 — last name 

The coding procedure for this column was as follows: 

1 , All names from the telephone book (see above) were coded 2 , 

2. All other names were coded "I"; 

3 If a last name from the telephone book was also found in the 
dictionary (Webster, 1967, pp, 1177-1181; see above), it was 
coded "1" following the "2"; 

4. If a first name occurred more than 50 times in the Northeastern 
(Los Angeles) Area telephone book as a last name, it was coded 
"2" following the "I." 



Sex 

Female names were coded "F"; male names were coded “M." A name 
which could be either male or female was coded both "M" and "F" (e.g., 
Pat) . Surnames were not coded for sex. 
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The column headed ‘‘STYLE" applies only to first names.- A complete 
name for which there was a nickname on the list was coded "C" (e.g,, 
Andrew) . A nickname for which there was a complete name on the list 
was coded "N M (e.g,, Andy) . This is a reciprocal coding, so nicknames 
and complete names without alternate forms on the list were not coded* 



Other 



Additional information is coded in the "OTHER" column where 
appl i cab le . 

An asterisk (*) indicates that the name is found in Berdfansky et al. 
(1369) as a vocabulary word; e,g. s Bill /b ill . 

The symbols "P" and "E" are used as in Berdiansky et al, (1963* pp, 
41-42); 

P - alternate pronunciation. The most common pronunciation 
of each word is given by the rules of correspondence In the 
'Rules' column. A P in the 'Other' column Indicates that a 
word has more than one pronunc i at i on , . . * Note Is thus made 
that, for some readers, the given rules of cor respondence for 
a particular word may not be totally appropriate. Words marked 
are isolated instances of a given grapheme, or set of 
graphemes, having an alternate pronunciation. However, some 
graphemes, primarily vowels, Involve frequent dialect variation. 

These are acknowledged in their rule descriptions, so the words 
containing these rules are not coded P_, e.g., Rule 024;
